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GROWERS URGED 1 
KBEP RECORDS ON 
PRODUCING CITRUS 


Annual Analysis Made of Costs 
Of Groves—Outlay High- 
est for Lemons 










It costs hundreds of dollars a 
year to maintain an acre of citrus 
and growers should very carefully 
analyze their expenses, according 
to the emphasis placed on figures 
at a meeting here yesterday after- 
noon. Cost of maintaining citrus 
groves for last year and for the 
last nine years’ was analyzed in 
& summary presented by R. G. La- 
Rue, assistant farm advisor, and 
‘Wallace Sullivan, farm e- 
ment specialist, at the University 
of California. 

The meeting was held in the O- 
K offices. 

Figures used in the analysis 
were obtained from growers who 
have kept detailed expense ac- 
counts and who have permitted 
these figures to be used for com- 
parative study. 

Detailed charts were presented 
showing in detail all types of ex- 
penses 






Average Costs Given 

Average cost of maintaining an 
acre of lemons last year was 
$510.52, while the average for the 
last nine years was $518.44, ac- 
cording to figures given in the an- 
alysis. 

Average cost of Navel oranges 
per acre last year was $348.69 and 
the nine year average is $359.03. 
Grapefruit maintenance cost per 
acre last year was $259.96 and the 
nine-year average is $321.78. Va- 





$343 an acre and the nine-year 
average is $342 an acre. 
Detailed Items Listed 


As to Navel oranges, some of 
the major per acre average ex- 
pense items were: Fertilizer, 
$47.68; irrigation, $32.62; capital 
investment and overhead, $30.93: 
pest and disease control, $55.27; 
frost protection, $105.97; pruning, 
$6.50, and cultivation, $9.48. 


“The future production of Cali- 
fornia winter oranges under nor- 
mal conditions may be about the 
same as that of the past few years, 
‘but Florida and Texas are expect- 
ed to produce more oranges as 
their trees grow older,” the offic- 
ials said, in summarizing their 
analysis.
